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Claim Rejections - 35 USC 102 



Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Barbato (US 
Patent No. 6,444,970). 

Applicant traverses this objection as follows: Barbato does not teach the 
following limitation of claim 1 : 

"a filter circuit coupled to the output port of the TIA for filtering the TIA output 
signal to form a filtered signal, the filter circuit for filtering the TIA output signal in 
dependence upon an other than DC component of the first bias signal and for providing 
the filtered signal to a filter output port thereof. " 

As such, claim 1 cannot be anticipated by Barbato. Therefore, claim is allowable 
over the prior art of Barbato. 

Applicant would like to thank the examiner for the indication that some of the 
claims are allowable. These claims will be redrafted in independent form should that 
become necessary. 

No new matter has been added in the amended claims. 

Applicant looks forward to favourable reconsideration of the above noted 
application.
